PD  341.     Review  of  literature  in  periodontology.     Professor  Beube 

September  17,  1965-May  13,  1966.     Mondays  or  Fridays,  8:30-10. 
Tuition  $150. 

Open  only  to  students  who  have  had  advanced  postgraduate  training  in  periodontology. 
Seminar  on  review  of  past  and  current  literature.  Students  are  assigned  a  specific  topic  and  are 
to  come  prepared  with  abstracts  from  the  literature  on  the  subject  to  be  discussed.  Each  student 
presents  his  view,  with  general  participation  by  all  the  students  and  the  instructor  in  charge  guiding 
the  seminar. 

PD  353.     Pedodontics.     Professor  Rosenstein 

September  16,  1965-May  19,  1966.     Thursdays,  9:30-11:30.     Tuition,  $250. 

Lectures  and  conferences,  including  reports  on  pertinent  literature  and  research,  on  the  theory  and 
practice  of  pedodontics.  Autumn  term:  child-patient  management  and  treatment  planning,  measures 
for  control  of  oral  disease  and  tooth  conservation.  Spring  term:  prevention  of  disease  and  disorders 
of  the  teeth  and  surrounding  structures,  with  special  emphasis  on  sound  preventive  measures  in 
treatment  planning. 

PD  374.     Dentistry  in  cerebral  palsy.     Professor  Rosenstein  and  associates 

May  30-June  3,  1966.     Monday-Friday,  9-4:30.     Tuition,  $250. 

Limited  to  six  students. 

An  intensive  course  of  lectures,  demonstrations,  and  clinical  training  in  the  essential  factors  in  the 
neurological,  pediatric,  and  behavioral  aspects  of  patients  with  cerebral  palsy.  Included  are  instruc- 
tion in  newer  procedures  for  control  of  disease  in  children's  teeth  and  the  principles  of  management 
of  older  cerebral-palsy  patients.  Clinical  practice  is  devoted  to  the  several  aspects  of  dentistry  in 
cerebral  palsy  and  is  based  on  evaluation  of  the  dental  problems  in  the  different  types  of  the  disorder. 

PD  374A.     Dentristy  for  handicapped  children.      Professor  Rosenstein  and  associates 

Two  one-hour  conferences  and  four  clinic  sessions  each  week  for  three  weeks, 
9-12;  dates  to  be  arranged.     Tuition,  $200. 

A  refresher  course  for  public  health  dentists  on  special  assignment  from  municipal  health  services. 
Conferences  and  clinical  training  in  dentistry  for  children  with  cerebral  palsy  and  other  handicap- 
ping conditions. 

PD  402.     Preventive  orthodontics.     Professors  Spengeman  and  Teltsch 

July  11-13,  1965.     Sunday-Tuesday,  9-12  and  1-5.     Tuition,  $125. 

Lectures  and  laboratory.  Orthodontic  fundamentals,  with  special  emphasis  on  the  prevention  of  mal- 
occlusion by  the  early  recognition  and  correction  of  the  disposing  factors.  Laboratory  time  is  devoted 
to  the  design  and  construction  of  fixed  and  removable  appliances  used  as  space  maintainers.  In  addi- 
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tion,  simple  appliances  are  constructed  which  are  used  in  tooth  guidance  procedures  and  considered 
to  be  within  the  province  of  the  general  practitioner  of  dentistry.  Cost  of  instruments:  about  $25. 

PD  403.     Diagnosis.      Professor  Zegarelli 

September  17,  1965-May  20,  1966.     Fridays,  1-3.     Tuition,  $250. 

A  seminar  in  which  the  diseases  of  the  mouth,  jawbones,  and  related  structures  are  comprehensively 
described  and  discussed.  The  application  of  basic  scientific  knowledge  is  emphasized  in  order  to  pro- 
vide a  clearer  and  more  practical  understanding.  Cost  of  books :  about  $32. 

PD  409.      Periodontology.      Professor  Beube 

September  15,  1965-May  18,  1966.     Wednesdays,  1-4.     Tuition,  $250. 

Lectures,  discussions,  and  both  clinical  and  pictorial  demonstrations  on  (1)  the  diagnosis,  charting, 
and  treatment  planning  of  periodontal  diseases;  (2)  nutritional  and  metabolic  factors;  and  (3)  de- 
velopment of  periodontal  methods.  Clinical  practice  includes  conservative  treatment,  surgical  treat- 
ment, and  occlusal  adjustment.  Cost  of  instruments:  about  $180. 

PD  409A.      Periodontology.      Professor  Beube 

September  15,  1965-May  18,  1966.  Wednesdays,  9-12  and  1-4.  Tuition, 
$500. 

PD  409  with  ninety  hours  of  additional  clinical  practice. 

PD  432.     Temporomandibular  joint  disorders.      Professor  Schwartz 

February  28-March  2,  1966.  Monday-Wednesday,  9-12  and  1-4.  Tuition, 
$150. 

Lectures,  discussions,  and  demonstrations  on  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  temporomandibular  joint 
disorders.  Included  are  a  study  of  the  clinical  physiology  and  pathology  of  the  temporomandibular 
joint  and  the  relationship  between  temporomandibular  joint  disorders  and  the  occlusion  of  the  teeth. 
In  diagnosis,  the  history,  physical  examination,  and  the  use  of  radiology  and  electromyography  are 
included.  In  treatment,  pharmacological,  physical,  and  mechanical,  as  well  as  psychological  methods 
are  discussed  and  demonstrated.

PD  300.     The  biology  of  orthodontic  practice.     Professor  Di  Salvo  and  staff 

September  26-28,  1965.  Sunday,  2-9;  Monday,  9-9;  Tuesday,  9-5.  Tuition, 
$150. 

The  purpose  is  twofold:  first,  to  review  the  fundamental  biological  principles  which  underlie  ortho- 
dontic procedure;  second,  to  present  current  concepts  in  basic  science  which  play  an  important  role 
in  orthodontic  diagnosis  and  treatment  planning.  Lectures  are  presented  in  such  fields  as  embryology, 
bone  and  muscle  physiology,  growth  and  development,  genetics,  statistics,  caries,  and  periodontic- 
orthodontic  interrelationships.  Seminar  discussions  include  growth  and  timing  of  treatment,  cephalo- 
metrics  and  facial  imbalance,  and  muscle  dysfunction. 

PD  420.     Extraoral  force  therapy.     Professor  Breuer 

July  25-28,  1966.     Monday-Thursday,  9-12  and  1-4.     Tuition,  $200. 

Lectures,  laboratory  exercises,  and  clinical  demonstrations  in  the  use  of  extraoral  force  in  the  treat- 
ment of  certain  malocclusions  which  comprise  a  large  segment  of  orthodontic  practice. 

PD  421.     Combination   extraoral   and   edgewise   therapy.      Professors   Spengeman 
and  Teltsch 

February  26-27,  1966.     Saturday  and  Sunday,  9-12  and  1-5.     Tuition,  $100. 

A  versatile  treatment  of  skeletal  Class  II  cases  in  the  mixed  dentition  utilizing  the  multibanded 
edgewise  technique  and  extraoral  traction  together  with  an  auxiliary  appliance,  the  curve  of  spee 
leveling  appliance  ("cosla").  Lectures,  demonstrations,  and  student  laboratory  participation  in  the 
fabrication  of  archwires,  the  "cosla"  appliance,  and  four  types  of  removable  appliances  used  for 
extraoral  retention.  Cases  treated  are  presented  and  documented  with  case  records  and  slides. 

PD  422.     Edgewise  appliance  therapy.      Professor  Whitman 

February  21-25,  1966.     Monday-Friday,  9-12  and  1-6;  Saturday,  9-12. 
Tuition,  $250. 

The  technique  of  constructing  and  assembling  the  edgewise  appliance,  its  application  and  manipula- 
tion, and  the  philosophy  governing  its  use  in  the  treatment  of  various  types  of  malocclusions.  A  wealth 
of  visual-aid  material — slides,  movies,  charts — is  used,  and  the  laboratory  technique  is  supplemented 
by  observation  of  patients  in  various  stages  of  treatment.  Through  lectures,  discussions,  and  question- 
and-answer  periods,  the  specialist  becomes  acquainted  with  every  phase  of  the  edgewise  technique  and 
its  most  recent  refinements,  including  multiple-loop  and  light-wire  techniques.  Efficiency  and  time- 
saving  methods  in  its  use  are  emphasized  throughout  the  course.  The  essentials  of  the  theory  are 
included,  but  stress  is  put  on  what  will  be  of  greatest  practical  value  to  the  orthodontist.  Lectures  in 
diagnosis  and  in  the  anatomy  of  the  head  and  neck  are  also  included.  Cost  of  instruments  and  books: 
about  $385. 

PD  424.     The  Begg  treatment  method.      Dr.  Barrer,  assisted  by  Professor  Nahoum 
and  Dr.  H.  Adelson. 

January  31-February  4,  1966.     Monday-Friday,  9-12  and  1-5.     Tuition,  $250. 

The  theory  and  mechanics  of  the  Begg  light-wire  method  of  treatment.  Students  take  an  active  part 
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in  the  application  of  the  technique  to  a  practical  case  on  the  typodont.  Sufficient  use  is  made  of 
lectures,  demonstrations,  and  visual  aids  to  ensure  a  clear  understanding  of  Dr.  Begg's  principles 
and  their  application  in  treatment.  Cost  of  instruments:  about  $50. 

PD  427.     Applied  roentgenographs  cephalometry.     Professor  Nahoum 
March  2-4,  1966.   Wednesday-Friday,  9-12  and  1-5.   Tuition,  $100. 

The  theory  and  practice  of  taking  standardized  head  roentgenograms  utilizing  a  cephalostat,  labora- 
tory practice  in  the  methods  of  making  tracings,  and  the  clinical  evaluation  of  the  headfilms.  Included 
are  discussions  of  diagnostic  procedures  in  cephalometrics  according  to  the  analyses  of  Downs, 
Margolis,  Sassouni,  Steiner,  and  Wylie,  and  lectures  on  the  anatomy  of  the  skull,  anthropology,  prin- 
ciples of  roentgenology,  and  clinical  photography.  Emphasis  is  placed  on  the  practical  application  of 
cephalometric  techniques  in  orthodontic  diagnosis.  Cost  of  instruments:  about  $25.

A  one-year  program  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  oral  medicine  designed  to  pre- 
pare dentists  for  specialized  practice  or  clinical  teaching. 

FIRST  TERM:  SEPTEMBER  16,  1965  TO  JANUARY  12,  1966 

CT  301.     Principles  of  research.     Professor  Kutscher  and  staff 

A  general  consideration  of  the  philosophy  and  methodology  of  basic  and  applied  research,  includ- 
ing a  discussion  of  the  art  of  scientific  investigation;  potential  areas  of  research  in  the  basic  sciences 
and  clinical  dentistry;  the  use  of  the  library;  the  role  of  statistics;  techniques  of  clinical  research; 
and  writing  for  scientific  literature.  Fourteen  one-hour  lectures. 

CT  303.      Clinical  practice  in  oral  medicine.     Professor  Zegarelli 

Clinical  practice  in  history-taking,  comprehensive  oral  diagnosis,  treatment  planning,  roentgenologic 
interpretation,  diagnosis  of  pulp  abnormalities,  and  diseases  of  the  mouth  and  jawbones.  Six  sessions 
a  week. 

CT  329.     Diagnosis.     Professor  Zegarelli 

A  comprehensive  description  and  discussion  of  the  diseases  of  the  mouth,  jawbones,  and  related 
structures.  The  application  of  basic  scientific  knowledge  is  emphasized  in  order  to  provide  a  clearer 
and  more  practical  understanding.  One  two-hour  seminar  a  week. 

CT  331.     Functional  anatomy  of  the  head  and  neck.     Professor  Moss 

A  concise  review  of  the  functional  interrelationships  and  their  dynamic  significance.  Pertinent  clinical 
topics  are  analyzed  from  this  viewpoint.  One  two-hour  session  a  week. 

CT  334.     Roentgenology.     Professor  Budowsky 

The  principles  of  dental  x-ray  technique,  with  emphasis  on  lateral,  anteroposterior,  sinus,  and  tem- 
poromandibular joint  techniques.  Ten  two-hour  lectures. 

CT  360.     Genetics.     Professor  Kallmann  and  associates 

Lectures  and  demonstrations  on  principles  of  genetics.  Six  hours. 

CT  362.     Histology  and  embryology.      Professor  Applebaum 

Lectures  on  growth  and  development  of  the  jaws  and  face,  and  on  microscopic  anatomy  of  the 
teeth  and  surrounding  and  related  tissues  of  the  oral  cavity.  The  application  of  this  knowledge  to 
clinical  dentistry.  One  hour  of  lecture  a  week. 
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CT  363.     Statistics.      Professor  Thompson 

A  review  of  fundamental  principles  in  statistics.  The  emphasis  is  on  the  interpretation  of  dental  statis- 
tics. Six  one-hour  lectures. 

CT  364.      Physiology.      Professors  Di  Salvo  and  I.  Mandel 

A  review  of  the  physiological  principles  underlying  certain  oral  functions,  with  special  emphasis 
on  sensory,  motor,  and  secretory  activity.  One  hour  of  lecture  a  week. 

CT  378.     Therapeutics.      Professor  Kutscher 

Lectures  on  the  application  of  pharmacologic  principles  to  therapeutics  in  dental  practice.  Eleven 
two-hour  lectures. 

CT  380.     Medicine.     Professor  CosgrifT  and  associates 

The  important  aspects  of  internal  medicine,  with  reference  to  basic  fundamentals  as  well  as  recent 
diagnostic  and  therapeutic  advances.  Particular  emphasis  is  placed  on  over-all  medical  problems  and 
their  implications  for  dentistry.  One  hour  of  lecture  a  week.

CT  310.      Pediatrics  related  to  dentistry.      Dr.  Katzenstein 

A  synopsis  of  pediatrics.  Certain  peculiarities  of  children  of  significance  in  orthodontics.  The  basic 
concepts  and  practical  aspects  of  psychological  care  of  children.  Two  hours  of  lecture  and  one  of 
demonstration  a  week. 

CT  340.      Psychiatry  and   psychosomatic  medicine,  and  their  interrelationship  with 

dentistry.      Instructor  to  be  announced 

Basic  concepts  of  psychodynamics,  psychopathology,  and  psychosomatic  medicine  presented  with 
clinical  material  showing  their  synthesis  with  dentistry.  Eleven  two-hour  lectures. 


►  PROGRAM  FOR  RESIDENTS  IN  ORAL  SURGERY 

The  prerequisite  for  acceptance  is  a  one-year  oral  surgery  internship  in  a  pro- 
gram approved  by  the  Council  on  Dental  Education. 

A  two-year  part-time  program  leading  to  a  Certificate  of  Training  and  open  to 
residents  in  oral  surgery  at  an  affiliated  hospital — at  present  Grasslands  (West- 
chester County)  Hospital,  Valhalla,  New  York.  Most  of  the  didactic  training  is 
given  at  the  Columbia  Dental  School  and  most  of  the  resident's  clinical  experience 
is  gained  at  Grasslands. 

The  part  of  the  program  given  at  Columbia  begins  in  September  and  ends  in 
May  of  each  year.  It  includes  basic  science  lectures  and  laboratory;  surgical  anatomy 
and  surgical  laboratory  exercises;  the  diagnosis,  medical  and  surgical  treatment, 
and  pathology  of  diseases;  and  malformations  of  the  oral  structures  and  related 
tissues.  It  also  includes  clinical  and  seminar  sessions  in  the  Division  of  Oral  Surgery 
under  the  personal  supervision  of  the  chiefs  of  sections.  The  resident  spends  three 
days  a  week  at  Columbia  in  his  first  year,  and  two  days  a  week  in  his  second  year. 

The  Oral  Surgery  Section  of  Grasslands  Hospital  conducts  the  training  programs 
in  anesthesia,  general  pathology,  hematology,  clinical  laboratory  procedure,  and 
radiology,  and  supervises  the  clinical  function  of  the  residents  at  the  Hospital. 
Instruction  is  given  in  two  summer  sessions,  as  well  as  both  academic  years. 
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At  the  completion  of  each  year  of  training,  the  resident  is  subject  to  a  compre- 
hensive examination  by  representatives  of  the  staffs  of  the  School  and  the  Hospital. 
To  remain  in  the  program,  residents  are  required  to  maintain  a  B  average.

The  first  summer  session  is  devoted  to  instruction  five  days  a  week  in  anesthesiology, 
general  pathology,  hematology,  and  clinical  laboratory  exercises.  During  the  balance 
of  the  year  the  resident  is  given  supervised  clinical  training  in  oral  surgery  and 
didactic  and  laboratory  exercises  in  radiology.  He  learns  hospital  procedure  in 
patient  care  and  participates  in  clinical  pathologic  conferences  and  in  hospital  and 
dental  staff  meetings. 

In  the  second  summer  session,  the  resident  participates  in  the  training  of  the 
dental  interns  and  the  first-year  residents  under  the  supervision  of  the  chief  of  the 
oral  surgery  section  and  attending  staff.  He  gains  additional  training  and  experi- 
ence in  anesthesiology,  general  pathology,  hematology,  and  clinical  laboratory 
exercises.  He  also  continues  his  participation  in  clinical  pathologic  conferences 
and  the  hospital  and  dental  staff  meetings.  He  assists  and  guides  interns  and  junior 
residents  in  the  preparation  of  scientific  papers  and  case  reports. 


►  PROGRAM  IN  ORTHODONTICS 

A  sixteen  months'  full-time  program  designed  to  prepare  dentists  for  specialized 
practice  in  orthodontics.  Included  are  lectures  and  seminar  instruction  in  the  basic 
sciences,  in  growth  and  development,  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  orthodontics, 
and  in  other  fields  related  to  clinical  orthodontics. 

Diagnosis  is  based  on  cephalometrics  and  other  analytical  orthodontic  pro- 
cedures. A  treatment  is  planned  for  each  case. 
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The  instruction  includes  laboratory  procedures  and  the  theory  and  philosophy 
of  treatment  with  various  appliances:  removable,  labiolingual,  twinwire,  extraoral 
forces,  and  edgewise,  including  light  wire.  Satisfactory  completion  of  clinical  train- 
ing under  the  direction  of  members  of  the  orthodontic  staff  is  required.

An  annual  stipend  is  awarded,  starting 
at  $5,000  in  the  first  year,  with  allowance  for  dependents.  Stipends  and  tuition 
are  covered  in  a  grant  from  the  Institute  to  the  University. 

The  first  two  years  consist  of  postgraduate  study  and  training  for  clinical  pro- 
ficiency in  management  of  handicapped  patients  leading  to  a  Certificate  of  Train- 
ing in  Pedodontics.  This  includes  courses  at  the  Columbia  Dental  School  and 
other  units  of  the  Columbia-Presbyterial  Medical  Center  and  affiliated  facilities. 
The  third  year  consists  of  resident  study  at  Teachers  College  toward  a  master's 
degree.  This  includes  courses  in  developmental  psychology  (early  childhood,  ele- 
mentary school  years,  and  early  adolescence),  the  nature  and  needs  of  exceptional 
children  (including  the  mentally  retarded,  physically  handicapped,  emotionally 
disturbed,  and  children  with  neurological,  visual,  and  hearing  problems),  and 
training  in  research  methods  and  analysis.

►  PROGRAM  FOR  RESIDENTS  IN  PROSTHODONTICS 

A  two-year,  part-time  program  leading  to  a  Certificate  of  Training  and  open  to 
residents  in  prosthodontics  at  an  affiliated  hospital — at  present  Grasslands  (West- 
chester County)  Hospital,  Valhalla,  New  York.  Most  of  the  didactic  training  is 
given  at  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  and  most  of  the  resident's  clinical 
experience  is  gained  at  Grasslands  Hospital. 

The  part  of  the  program  given  at  Columbia  begins  in  September  and  ends  in  May 
of  each  year.  It  includes  basic  science  lectures  and  laboratory,  clinical  and  seminar 
sessions  in  the  Division  of  Restorative  Dentistry  and  Hospital  Dental  Service  under 
the  personal  supervision  of  teachers  who  are  diplomates  of  the  American  Board  of 
Prosthodontics,  and  a  program  devoted  to  the  restoration  of  oral  defects  and  mal- 
formation of  the  oral  structures  with  artificial  materials  and  appliances  in  the  context 
of  the  pathology,  diagnosis,  medical,  and  surgical  treatment  of  diseases  of  the  oral 
structures. 

The  Section  of  Restorative  Dentistry  of  Grasslands  Hospital  conducts  the  training 
programs  in  anesthesia,  general  pathology,  hematology,  clinical  laboratory  science, 
and  radiology.  It  supervises  the  clinical  practice  in  prosthodontics  carried  out  by  the 
resident.  Instruction  is  given  in  two  summer  sessions  as  well  as  in  both  academic 
years. 

At  the  completion  of  each  year  of  training,  the  resident  is  subject  to  a  compre- 
hensive examination  by  representatives  of  the  staffs  of  the  School  and  the  Hospital. 
To  remain  in  the  program,  residents  are  required  to  maintain  a  B  average  in  all 
of  their  graded  courses.

Section  4 

Training  in  a  Basic  Medical  Science 


In  recognition  of  the  need  for  comprehensive  training  in  the  basic  medical  sciences 
and  to  qualify  graduates  in  dentistry  as  teachers  and  investigators,  fellowships  are 
offered  to  study  and  research  in  anatomy,  biochemistry,  microbiology,  pathology, 
pharmacology,  and  physiology.  Fellows  are  normally  enrolled  under  the  Graduate 
Faculties  of  the  University  as  prospective  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Philosophy. 

Appointments  are  made  on  a  yearly  (twelve-month)  basis,  with  opportunity  for 
renewal  or  extension  at  the  discretion  of  the  chairman  of  the  department  in  which 
the  student  is  enrolled.  The  specific  objectives  of  the  program  are  to  furnish  more 
complete  preparation  for  careers  in  dental  education  and  to  offer  training  in  investi- 
gation so  that  research  in  important  unsolved  problems  indigenous  to  dental  science 
will  be  extended.  Students  may  apply  to  the  United  States  Public  Health  Service  for 
financial  aid. 

The  formal  instruction  is  elected  from  graduate  courses  offered  under  the  Gradu- 
ate Faculties,  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons,  and  the  School  of  Public  Health  and  Administrative  Medicine.  Each 
fellow  must  formulate  and  carry  out,  under  supervision,  an  original  laboratory 
investigation.  During  the  period  of  appointment,  he  is  expected  to  remain  in  resi- 
dence and  devote  his  entire  time  to  study  and  research.  In  order  to  maintain  con- 
tact with  clinical  dentistry,  he  may  attend  clinics  in  the  School  of  Dental  and  Oral 
Surgery  and  will  be  given  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  undergraduate  teaching. 

FELLOWSHIP  APPLICATION 

To  apply  for  a  dental  fellowship,  the  applicant  should  obtain — from  the  Post- 
graduate Admissions  Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th 
Street,  New  York,  N.Y.  10032 — an  application  form  which  should  be  filled  out  and 
returned  to  the  same  address.  He  should  also  arrange  for  each  college  or  university 
he  has  attended  to  send  two  official  transcripts  of  his  record  to  the  Postgraduate 
Admissions  Office.  A  personal  interview  with  the  applicant  is  also  required.  Appli- 
cations may  be  submitted  at  any  time.  Appointments  are  made  as  vacancies  occur. 

ADMISSION  TO  THE  GRADUATE   FACULTIES 

Upon  acceptance,  the  applicant  must  apply  for  admission  as  a  regular  graduate 
student  under  the  Graduate  Faculties  of  Columbia  University.  The  admission  pro- 
cedure, and  the  procedure  and  dates  for  registration,  including  payment  of  fees, 
are  given  in  the  bulletin  of  the  Graduate  Faculties,  a  copy  of  which  may  be  secured 
by  writing  to  the  Office  of  University  Admissions,  106  Low  Memorial  Library, 
Columbia  University,  New  York,  N.Y.  10027. 


Admission,  Registration,  and  Fees 

To  be  admitted  to  any  course  or  program,  an  applicant  must  have  a  state  license 
to  practice  dentistry  and  he  must  fulfill  the  specific  admission  requirements  of  the 
section  in  which  he  wishes  to  enroll  (see  below).  An  applicant  who  is  not  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States  must  comply  with  certain  special  requirements  of  the  New 
York  State  Department  of  Education  and  should  write  to  the  Postgraduate  Admis- 
sions Office  for  further  details. 


►  SECTION  1  AND  2  COURSES 

When  to  apply:  as  early  as  possible,  certainly  no  later  than  eight  weeks  before  the 
course  begins.  Applications  are  acted  upon  as  soon  as  they  are  received,  and 
enrollment  in  all  courses  is  limited. 

Additional  admission  requirements  for  Section  2  courses:  enrollment  is  limited  to 
those  in  exclusive  practice  or  teaching  of  orthodontics  who  have  completed  a 
graduate  or  postgraduate  orthodontic  program  of  at  least  1,500  hours  in  an  ap- 
proved dental  school  and  have  been  awarded  a  degree  or  certificate  in  orthodon- 
tics. In  special  cases  the  Committee  on  Postgraduate  Admissions  may  accept,  in 
lieu  of  these  requirements,  certification  by  the  American  Board  of  Orthodontics 
or  membership  in  the  American  Association  of  Orthodontists  or,  in  case  of  a 
foreign  applicant,  membership  in  a  generally  recognized  organization  of  ortho- 
dontic specialists  in  his  country. 

Admission  procedure  and  payment  of  fees:  write  to  the  Postgraduate  Admissions 
Office,  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York, 
N.Y.  10032,  for  an  application  form,  which  must  be  filled  out  and  returned.  The 
completed  form  should  be  accompanied  by  a  check  or  money  order  made  pay- 
able to  Columbia  University  for  the  full  amount  of  the  tuition  fee  as  stated  in 
the  course  entry.  If  an  applicant  applies  for  admission  to  more  than  one  course, 
he  must  send  a  separate  application  form  and  a  separate  check  for  each  one. 
Tuition  fees  are  not  refundable  unless  the  applicant  is  not  accepted  by  the  Post- 
graduate Admissions  Committee  or  unless  the  course  is  canceled. 

Books  and  instruments:  to  be  purchased  the  day  the  course  begins.  Their  cost,  as 
stated  in  the  course  entry,  is  only  an  estimate,  since  prices  fluctuate  and  a  supply 
shortage  might  necessitate  making  substitutions.

ADMISSION 


When  to  apply:  between  October  1,  1965,  and  March  1,  1966.  The  Postgraduate 
Admissions  Committee  gives  preference  to  applicants  who  present  one  of  the 
following  qualifications : 

(a)  two  years  of  experience  in  dental  practice  (service  as  a  dental  officer  in  the 
federal  services  fulfills  this  qualification);  (b)  completion  of  an  internship  of 
twelve  months  or  more;  or  (c)  completion  of  at  least  twelve  months  of  univer- 
sity graduate  or  postgraduate  work  in  dentistry,  a  basic  science,  or  an  allied  field. 

Admission  procedure:  write  to  the  Postgraduate  Admissions  Office,  School  of  Den- 
tal and  Oral  Surgery,  630  West  168th  Street,  New  York,  N.Y.  10032,  for  an 
application  form,  which  must  be  filled  out  and  returned.  The  completed  form 
should  be  accompanied  by  the  application  fee  of  $15.  Since  the  fee  covers  the 
cost  of  processing  the  application,  it  is  not  refundable  and  is  not  credited  to- 
ward tuition.  As  requested  in  the  form,  the  applicant  should  ask  each  of  the 
colleges  or  universities  he  has  attended — for  both  preprofessional  and  profes- 
sional studies — to  send  official  transcripts  of  his  record  direct  to  the  Postgradu- 
ate Admissions  Committee,  and  he  should  also  submit  official  proof  of  current 
licensure. 

Personal  interview:  if  practicable,  the  Postgraduate  Admissions  Committee  may  ask 
an  applicant  to  come  to  the  Dental  School  for  a  personal  interview. 

Acceptance  fee:  within  two  weeks  after  he  receives  notice  of  his  acceptance,  an 
applicant  must  notify  the  Committee  that  he  intends  to  enroll  and  must  send  a 
check  or  money  order  for  $200  made  payable  to  Columbia  University.  If  he  regis- 
ters for  the  term  to  which  he  has  been  admitted,  the  fee  will  be  credited  toward 
his  tuition;  if  he  does  not  register,  the  fee  will  not  be  refunded. 


REGISTRATION 

Before  attending  classes,  students  must  register  in  person  on  September  15,  1965, 
between  9  a.m.  and  5  p.m.,  and  should  report  to  their  divisional  offices  in  the 
School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  as  follows:  students  in  oral  surgery,  to  the 
seventh  floor;  those  in  oral  medicine,  eighth  floor;  all  others,  ninth  floor.  Registra- 
tion consists  of  filling  out  forms  required  for  University  records  and  paying  the  fees. 

Late  registration  requires  the  approval  of  the  Dean  of  the  School  and  the  payment 
of  a  late  fee  (see  below) . 


REGULATIONS 

Each  person  whose  registration  has  been  completed  will  be  considered  a  student 
of  the  University  during  the  term  for  which  he  is  registered  unless  his  connection 
with  the  University  is  officially  severed  by  withdrawal  or  otherwise.  No  student 
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FEES 


registered  in  any  school  or  college  of  the  University  shall  at  the  same  time  be  regis- 
tered in  any  other  school  or  college,  either  of  Columbia  University  or  of  any  other 
institution,  without  the  specific  authorization  of  the  dean  or  director  of  the  school 
or  college  of  the  University  in  which  he  is  first  registered. 

The  privileges  of  the  University  are  not  available  to  any  student  until  he  has  com- 
pleted his  registration.  Since,  under  the  University  statutes,  payment  of  fees  is  part 
of  registration,  no  student's  registration  is  complete  until  his  fees  have  been  paid. 
No  student  is  permitted  to  attend  any  University  course  for  which  he  is  not  officially 
registered  unless  he  has  been  granted  auditing  privileges.  No  student  may  register 
after  the  stated  period  unless  he  obtains  the  written  consent  of  the  proper  dean  or 
director. 

Absences:  Students  are  held  accountable  for  absences  incurred  owing  to  late  enroll- 
ment. Any  student  whose  religious  duties  conflict  at  any  time  with  academic 
requirements  should  apply  to  his  dean  or  director  for  an  equitable  solution. 

Leaves  of  absence:  A  student  in  good  standing  may,  for  a  valid  reason,  be  granted 
a  leave  of  absence  by  the  dean  or  director  of  the  division  of  the  University  in 
which  he  is  registered. 

Academic  discipline:  The  continuance  of  each  student  upon  the  rolls  of  the  Univer- 
sity, the  receipt  by  him  of  academic  credits,  his  graduation,  and  the  conferring 
of  any  degree  or  the  granting  of  any  certificate  are  strictly  subject  to  the  disci- 
plinary powers  of  the  University,  which  is  free  to  cancel  his  registration  at  any 
time  on  any  grounds  which  it  deems  proper.  The  disciplinary  authority  of  the 
University  is  vested  in  the  President  and,  subject  to  his  reserved  powers,  in  the 
dean  of  each  faculty  and  the  director  of  the  work  of  each  administrative  board.

PAYMENT   OF   FEES 

The  comprehensive  fee  and  the  student  health  and  hospital  fee  are  payable 
once  each  year — at  September  registration.  Tuition  is  payable  at  the  beginning 
of  each  term  of  the  program,  in  September  and  February,  with  the  exception  of 
tuition  for  the  Program  in  Orthodontics — payable  in  September,  February,  and 
May.  If  tuition  and  fees  are  paid  after  the  last  day  of  registration,  they  will  not 
be  reduced  and  a  late  fee  of  $6.00  will  be  imposed. 
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WITHDRAWAL  AND  ADJUSTMENT  OF  FEES 

A  student  who  decides  to  withdraw  from  the  University  must  notify  the  Regis- 
trar in  writing  at  once.  He  will  be  given  an  honorable  discharge  provided  he  is  in 
good  academic  standing  and  not  subject  to  discipline.  At  the  Registrar's  discretion 
and  according  to  University  policy,  he  will  also  be  given  a  proportionate  rebate  of 
the  tuition  that  he  has  paid.  Any  adjustment  will  be  reckoned  from  the  day  on 
which  the  Registrar  receives  the  student's  written  notification  of  withdrawal.  The 
comprehensive  fee,  the  student  health  and  hospital  fee,  application  fees,  late  fees, 
and  special  fees  are  not  refundable.

A  student  who  has  completed  any  of  the  Section  1  and  2  courses  will,  if  he  re- 
quests it,  be  given  a  short  statement  of  attendance  signed  by  the  Registrar.  Requests 
for  these  statements  should  be  addressed  to  the  Registrar. 
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►  REQUIREMENTS  FOR  THE  CERTIFICATE  OF  TRAINING 

To  be  awarded  the  certificate  of  training,  a  candidate  must  fulfill  the  following 
requirements : 

1.  He  must  complete  the  prescribed  courses. 

2.  He  must  pass  prescribed  written,  oral,  or  practical  examinations  at  the  end  of 
the  period  of  residence. 

3.  He  must  attend  special  courses,  when  assigned,  at  hospitals  or  institutions 
affiliated  with  Columbia  University  but  separate  from  the  Medical  Center. 

4.  He  must  satisfy  the  Postgraduate  Committee  that  he  has  completed  all  the 
specified  requirements  for  the  certificate  of  training. 


►  HOUSING 

The  University  provides  housing  on  the  Morningside  campus  for  undergraduate 
and  graduate  men  and  women,  both  single  and  married.  Inquiries  about  men's 
housing  and  the  accommodations  for  married  students  should  be  directed  to  the 
Residence  Halls  Office,  125  Livingston,  Columbia  University,  New  York,  N.Y. 
10027.  Women  students  should  write  to  the  women's  residence  hall,  Johnson  Hall, 
41 1  West  1 1 6th  Street,  New  York,  N.Y.  10027. 

Rates  in  the  graduate  men's  residence  halls  range  from  $310  to  $550  for  the 
academic  year.  An  optional  prepaid  board  plan  is  available.  The  cost  of  fifteen 
meals  a  week  is  $480  for  the  academic  year,  exclusive  of  the  Thanksgiving,  Christ- 
mas, and  spring  holidays  and  the  period  between  terms.  All  rates  are  subject  to 
change. 

In  Johnson  Hall,  room  rates  for  the  academic  year  range  from  $350  to  $600, 
with  $520  the  median  rate.  The  rooms  at  $350  are  assigned  to  full-time  graduate 
students  who  can  give  evidence  of  acute  financial  need;  for  these  rooms,  applica- 
tions must  be  accompanied  by  a  special  statement  (Johnson  Hall  will  provide  the 
necessary  form  upon  request).  All  residents  are  required  to  take  breakfast  and 
dinner  at  Johnson  Hall  seven  days  a  week  at  a  cost  of  $425  for  the  academic  year, 
exclusive  of  the  Christmas  holidays.  All  rates  are  subject  to  change. 

Woodbridge  Hall,  at  431  Riverside  Drive,  is  the  University's  residence  hall  for 
married  graduate  students.  Each  apartment  contains  a  living  room,  a  bedroom,  a 
complete  kitchen,  and  a  bathroom;  basic  furniture  is  provided.  Rates  range  from 
$1,260  to  $1,620  a  year,  including  utilities,  and  assignment  is  for  the  full  calendar 
year.  These  apartments  are  large  enough  to  accommodate  a  couple  with  one  child. 

There  are  additional  apartments  available,  both  furnished  and  unfurnished,  in 
other  University-owned  buildings.  The  rates  are  from  $1,200  to  $2,400  a  year; 
accommodations  range  from  studios  (one  large  room  with  bath  and  kitchen  facil- 
ities) to  three-bedroom  apartments.  Requests  for  further  information  and  for  appli- 
cation forms  should  be  directed  to  the  Residence  Halls  Office,  125  Livingston. 

Students  who  wish  to  live  in  furnished  rooms  or  apartments  off  campus  should 
consult  the  Registry  of  Off-Campus  Accommodations,  115  Livingston  Hall,  Co- 
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lumbia  University,  New  York,  N.Y.  10027,  for  information  about  the  services 
rendered  by  the  Registry.  Single  rooms  in  private  apartments  range  from  $12  to  $20 
a  week;  double  rooms,  from  $20  to  $25.  Most  apartments,  when  available,  are  in 
the  price  range  of  $90  to  $150  a  month. 

International  House,  a  privately  owned  student  residence  near  the  Morningside 
campus,  has  accommodations  for  about  five  hundred  graduate  students,  both  for- 
eign and  American.  Rates  for  the  academic  year  are  $425  to  $750.  To  be  eligible 
for  admission  a  student  must  be  at  least  twenty-one  years  old  and  must  be  regis- 
tered for  a  minimum  of  12  points  or  for  a  program  of  full-time  research.  Inquiries 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Committee  on  Admissions,  International  House,  500 
Riverside  Drive,  New  York,  N.Y.  10027.
